Ivan Petroff, a special a g ent of the 
sta te dep ortm ent and form erly in the 
census office, has been detected in the 
a c t of furnish ing false inform ation to 
this g overnm ent in relation to the seal 
indiisti*y of Alaska, w hich has been em ­ 
bodied in the p reparation of the B ehring 
sea case for arbitration. 
C ontinuing the article says: “ W hen 
th e state dep artm ent beg an th e task 
some^ m onths ag o of prep aring the 
B ehring sea case for arb itra tio n it be­ 
came necessary to secure assistance of 
all experts on A laskan and sealing 
q uestions. 
In investig ating the lite ra ­ 
ture on the resources of A laska the de­ 
p a rtm e nt encountered th e nam e of Ivan 
Petroff more freq uently th a n th a t of 
any o th er author, and upon inq uiry for 
him being instituted he was found to be 
a special a g e nt of the census bureau. I t 
w as also learned th a t he had ta k en the 
census of A laska for the U nited States 
g overnm ent in 18 8 0 and 18 9 0 and w rit­ 
ten the m onog raph 
issued 
by the 
b ureau of statistics of the tre a sury de­ 
p a rtm e nt on Alaska. 
In addition to 
th is he had also assisted H ub ert Ilow e 
B ancroft in th e la tte r’s history of the 
territoryL 
It w as q uite evident to the 
sta te dep artm ent, therefore, th a t this 
h ith e rto trusted official w ould be of 
valuab le assistance in the preparation 
of the B ehring sea case. 
Mr. 
Petroff 
w as thereupon sum ­ 
m oned from the census bureau to the 
state departm ent, and he w as intrusted 
w ith the exam ination into and compila­ 
tion of certain facts relating to the 
sealing industry. 
I t w as not necessary 
for him to visit A laska and his w'ork 
w as done in the city. 
Some tim e after 
it had been sub m itted to the de p art­ 
m ent one of the g o vernm ent’s special 
attorneys, w hile exam ining the data, 
discovered an error. 
Closer investig a­ 
tion show'cd th a t nearly the entire in­ 
form ation furnished by Petroff had 
been falsified, and in a m anner which 
left no doubt of falsification wdth wil­ 
ful inte nt to deceive. 
“ This discovery astounded the state 
de p artm ent officials. 
T he inform ation 
had already been incorporated in the 
case of the g overnm ent as sent to L on­ 
don and formed a p a rt of the arch upon 
w hich the L uited States claim rested, 
alth o ug h it was not the key^stone by 
any m anner of means. T he B ritish g ov­ 
e rnm e nt w as a t once notified th a t the 
Ig nited States h a d been led into errors 
of statem ent, and was inform ed th a t a 
correction would be 
made w hen the 
case, as the sup p lem ental^ papers are 
term ed, w as subm itted. 
“ 1 he discovery’ has created consider­ 
able excitem ent in ofticial circles. 
T he 
sup erintendent of the census has been 
in conference w ith the president, the 
secretary of state and secretary of the 
interior reg arding 
his faithless em ­ 
ploye. 
The q uestion has 
naturally 
arisen, if Petroff’s w ork has been falsi­ 
fied in one instance, are not his census 
fig ures aLso unreliable? 
“ T.his is an inq uiry th a t can only be 
answ ered a fte r tedious and perhaps 
expensive 
investig ation. 
Curiously 
enoug h there is no law upon the statute 
books to m eet such a case as this and 
Mr. Petroff will sim ply lose his g overn­ 
m ent position, W’ith the know ledg e 
th a t 
never ag ain 
can 
he 
re-enter 
official 
life.

W as h i ng t o n , Nov. 14.—The sug g es­ 
tion th a t cong ress pass a law authoriz­ 
ing th e appointm ent of a commission 
to prepare a revision of the tariff is not 
a new one. 
It is made in answ er to the 
dem and th a t President-elect Cleveland 
shall call a special session of cong ress 
as soon as he enters upon the disclTarg e 
of the duties of his office, a dem and 
which m eets alm ost as much, if not 
more, opposition than it does favor 
am ong 
democrats. 
The 
commission 
idea, it is th o ug h t by its proposers, will 
likely receive more g eneral favor, for 
the reason th a t it provides a way by 
which no delay shall ensue in the m a t­ 
te r of tariff reform, while a t the same 
tim e avoiding all the objections th a t 
m ay be raised to an e xtra session. 
T he plan described is to have the 
commission appointed as soon as Presi­ 
dent Cleveland g oes into office, so th a t 
it may w ork on a revision th a t shall be 
ready for consideration by cong ress 
w hen it m eets in December. 
The w ork 
being done by experts and disinte r­ 
ested ag ents of the g overnm ent, it is 
presumed, w ill 
commend 
itself 
to 
th e favorable judg m ent of the new 
cong ress, and in a short time after 
org anization cong ress will be in a posi­ 
tion to intellig ently e nter upon a g en­ 
eral system of tariff leg islation. 
To he 
effectiv’c, however, 
this 
sug g estion 
m ust receive the co-operation*^ of the 
present republican senate and it is 
doubtful if such co-operation would be 
g iven.
